DEAF-MUTES AND THE WORLD OF 
PANTOMIME. 



J)o\u}la» Tilden in San FrancUco Call. 

Douglas Tildeu is a deaf-mute, a 
sculptor and one of the best-known 
among the coterie of local prominent 
men. Mr. Tilden was born in Chico, 
ChI., in 18C0. An attack of tcarlet 
fever at an early age having left 
him incurably deaf he was sent to 
the Berkley institute for the deaf and 
dumb and remained there until his 
graduation. Although always a 
member of the drawing class his 
marked talent did not disclose itself 
until he had reached the age of 23 
years. 

In 1885 a small statue entitled 
"The Tired Wiestler" was com- 
pleted, and this first work contained 
such promise that the trustees of the 
institute from which he had gra- 
duated decided to send him abroad. 
After seven months at the New 
York School of Design he crossed 
over to Paris and became the pupil 
of Paul Choppin, gold medalist at 
the Paris Salon, and a deaf-mute 
like Mr. Tilden. 

"The Ball Thrower," the first 
work accomplished in Paris, was 
sent and accepted at the Salon. 
The statue now ornaments Golden 
Gate Park of this city. His next 
attempt was a statue entitled the 
"Tired Boxer," which was after- 
ward purchased and presented to the 
Olympic Club. This statue, ex- 
hibited in bronze, gained for its 
author the coveted "mention honor- 
able" at the Salon. A large group, 
"The Bear Hunt,' his next work, 
now stands on the grounds of the 
ii<rkeley Institution. This group 
won the sculptor the honor ef an 
appointment on the jury of the 
Columbian Exposition, and it, and 
with all his ether work, was on ex- 
hibition there. For several years 
Mr. Tilden held the position of in- 
structor at the Mark Hopkins Insti- 
tute of Art. 

The Native Sons' monument, 
which stands at the head of Mason 
et, on Market, is the work of 
Mr. Tilden, as is also the Donahue 
.memorial f< untain at the junction 
of Market, Bush and Battery S reets. 

The sculptor's work impresses 
one by its simplicity, directness and 
strength, but perhaps the best that 
can be said of it is that with two 
exceptions every piece of work from 
his hands has been honored by ac- 
ceptance at the Paris Salon.

The deaf live in a world of their 
own, a world of pantomime, a world 
of eternal silence ; an auxiliary 
sphere almost totally unknown to the 
majority of hearing people. To 
every 2000 citizens there is perhaps 
but one deaf-mute. This one man 
is known to — say 100 people, tbe 
remaining 1000 know little or no- 
thing about, him, the little they do 
know is boiled down to one opinion. 
" He, the mute, must necessarily 
be an ignorant, being, becanae he 
can neither hear nor apeak." Some 
of the 1000 would be astonished to 
know that in reality the gray 
matter of tbe mute is of just as fine a 
fiber as is that of a hearing man. 

The deaf, although in limited 
communication with their fellow 
beings, are still progressive enough 
to have their own societies, their 
own churches, their own homes for 
tbe aged and infirm ; the have their 
own newspapers, their own conven- 
tions or congresses ; they are conced- 
ed to be Intelligent voters, they pay 
taxes, rear families, and very often 
they control lart; ^s interests. 

The majority of the people form 
their opinion of the mute from an 
isional peddler, almost invari- 
ablj* an impostor, who Dtps on the 
i and presents a begging card. 
They are totally ignorant of the 
great body of the deaf who are edu- 
I, law abiding, industrious and

like; he is happy and contented. 
He may be cautious in business, 
but what successful man in not? A 
merchant prince has his agents, a 
political! his lieutenants; does it not 
follow that they are suspicious? 
The loss of hearing is a most serious 
one; a mute is like a general who 
does not send out spies. There is 
always several times more rumors 
in the air than are published in a 
daily newspaper, and oue of the 
cares of a public man is to anti- 
cipate, ward off or counteract them. 
To a deaf-mute all is uncertainty. 
I have often sat at the meeting of a 
committee through a whole hour, 
and at the end a question is sudden- 
ly asked. I had not heard the dis- 
cussion, I have therefore to walk 
iron shod over the question, show- 
ing that I am a specialist, that the 
others are not; that I alone see the 
question clearly and deeply, or to 
assume the attitude of one who does 
not know a thing about it and is 
simply awaiting developments. 

What are the characteristics of a 
mute, you may ask. They have 
several, but the one prominent 
peculiarity is their utter faith in 
those whom they designate as "hear- 
ing people." To the deaf there are 
but two classes of human beings, 
those who hear and those who do 
not. 

They are brought up and educat- 
ed by hearing people in institutions 
that are virtually palaces, and no- 
thing can exceed their love and re- 
verence for the teachers who cared 
for them and helped to guide their 
careers. As a rule the tenor of the 
deaf-mute mind is a complete 
dependence on the judgment of 
their bearing friends. Their faith 
goes to that extent that the deaf 
would honor the opinion of an illit- 
erate woodchopper in preference to 
that of a mute who has the right to 
attach A. B. or B. S. to his name. 

The conviction with which a 
mute will quote the authority of a 
hearing man is characteristic of the 
deaf as a class. 

They are also the greatest news- 
paper readeis in the world. The 
mute does not look upon the daily 
paper as a mere conveyer of news; 
he regards it more in the light of 
an intimate friend and an au- 
thority. He lets the paper think 
for him. 

" The paper says so" is a favorite 
argument. Another marked char- 
acteristic is that yon never see 
newspapers of different political 
faith in a deaf-mute family. A 
Republican paper can always be 
found in a Republican family and 
what that paper says is law. 
What I have said of the dependence 
of the educated deaf is a complete 
refutation of the of trepeated alle- 
gation that the deaf are always 
suspicious. The old works on the 
deaf and dumb wiitten at the time 
whan that class of people were 
little understood speaks of them as 
suspicious and it seems to be the 
fashion of the more recent works 
on the same subject, to quote from 
those ancient authorities until "sus- 
picious" has become a cant word. 
Even Marion Crawford in his latest 
novel refers to it, and I cannot 
contradict him with sufficient 
emphasis. There is nothing more 
sad than to see a man lose his 
heaiiug whan advanced in years. 
Under the impression that baseness 
is attached to the words "deaf and 
dumb," he docs not want to 
associate with the deaf. On the 
other hand, he shuns the society of 
his own people. He harbors the 
hallucination that he is constantly 
the subject of discussion; he is 
far more alone than those that are 
born deaf. 

Of the natural mutes it cannot be 
said that when educated they are a 
whit more unhappy than hearing 
people. We have societies, we 
have representative men — in fact, 
many of us are in touch with every 
passing interest. There is lately 
published a book entitled "V 
Men of California." Were the deaf 
of America to publish a like volume 
of their prominent men the book 
would be as bulky. We boast a 
deaf-mnte millionaire; we can trot 
out a deaf-mute banker. A good 
example of a business man may be 
found in a Chicago deaf mute who 
pays $7000 yearly rent for the place 
in which ha controls a large print- 
ing boat —as . In fact, there is not. 
a walk in life in which deafness is 
not absolutely a disability, yet there 
are few professions in which the 
deaf do not succeed. There are 
at>out, 1000 deaf -mute graduates 
from the various universities 
throughout America. California

Next comes 
Mrs. Laura R Searing, well known 
throughout the [.'ruled States for 
her literary work. I Vance possesses 



a still more notable list — Berthier, 
author, Legion of Honor; Cbambel- 
leau, professor, who sports a blue 
button of the French Academy; 
Felix Martin, scnlptor, also of the 
Legion of Honor; Paul Choppin 
sculptor, of the French Academy 
and gold medalist of the Paris Sal- 
on ;Fernand Hamar, gold medalist 
and author of the famous Rocham- 
beau Monument. The officers of the 
academy who are mutes are Dem- 
arest, Hirsch, Genis and Cochefor. 
I am not sufficiently versed in oth- 
er nations than France to give the 
names of their famous mutes, but I 
will quote one instance : A German 
mute built up from small beginning 
a great printing establishment em- 
ploying over 100 men ; for his grit 
and ability he was personally con- 
gratulated by the German Emperor. 
Many of the deaf are necessarily 
mechanics, farm hands and labor- 
ers, but each one of them is a wealth- 
producer instead of being a burden 
on the commonwealth. There is 
not a single deaf-mute in the 
almshouse, neither is there any 
necessity of the State to build a 
house of refuge for him especially. 
Carnegie's Triumphant Democracy 
says that the negroes show the 
smallest percentage of pauperism 
in this country. I have not the 
statistics at hand, but I believe 
that the deaf -mutes show a still 
smaller percentage, although the 
number of mutes in America 
reaches well into the thousands. 
We very seldom see a beggar who 
is a genuine deaf-mute ; he is 
generally a mak-- believe who 
can talk volubly enough when 
he is discovered as an impostor. 
We seldom if ever see a mute sidl- 
ing papers or sitting on the street 
with a small notion store in front of 
him, nor yet peddling lead pencils. 
Some go into the fields, others take 
up various branches of mechanical 
labor, but the majority live by their 
brain. 

It is frequently the case with an 
educated mute who recognizes his 
infirmity and its attendant drawback 
in business to take into partnership 
a hearing man who furnishes a pair 
of ears while the mute furnishes the 
brain. 

I think the one channel through 
which a deaf-mute may ever become 
a great man will bo painting or 
sculpture. A brilliant young pro- 
fessor of our university said not 
long ago: "Fearful as your depriva- 
tion may be, your true means of 
expression is preserved to you, not 
of intellectual ideas through words, 
but of esthetic ideas through form 
— you can at least see." And I agree 
with him, I do not think it probable 
that there will ever be a great, deaf 
mule novelist or thinker. There is 
very little likelihood that a deaf 
mute can ever bo a Governor or 
President but outside of the above 
mentioned there is no profession in 
which a mute may not reach the 
highest pinnacle 

I do not think a more generous 
people than the deaf exist anywhere 
Treat them fairly and they will 
respond in like manner, three fold. 
An instance of their generosity may 
be seen in the Gallaudet, monument 
at Washington, I). C. About 1880 
a young clergyman named I 
laudet was considered the fittest 
person to go to Paris ami learn the 
Abbe dol'Kpee, method of educating 
the dumb. On returning to this 
country he started the first Ane 
can school for the deaf and dumb 
at Hartford. He stayed in the pro- 
fession but a few years, returning 
to the ministry, and his devotion to 
the deaf has been far surpassed by 
his two worthy sons and many other 
•hers. Dr. Wilkinson of the 

Berkeley University has been a I 

cher for forty-six years. But Oul 
laudet was the visible symbol of the 
intellectual and moral emancipation 
of the American deaf, and that was 
enough. The den raised 

by subscription $12,000 lor a monu- 
ment. California, though p 
ing only about 900 deaf-mutes, 
contributed 1600, which was second 
only to New York. 

Then has been some discussion 
concerning the degrees of merit of

The, oral 
system, bordering as it does on the 
marvelous, necessarily savors of 
charlatanism. Nevertheless, t! 
is no denying the fact that there is 
an untold advantage in the ability 
to speak and to read the lips. The 
foremost teachers and professors 
have sifted the two methods and so 
panned out their comparative, merits 
to bedrock that all further dist 
sion would be going round and 
round in a fruitless Circle.

and copyrighted oheera. The ap- 
plause was really merited. At the 
usual hour the audience was willed 
to order by Mrs. Chairman Howes, 

who welcomed the guests, members, 

and .-specially the gentlemen. 

After a few announcements she 

then appointed five judges, Mes- 

dames Se.aton, Lamb, Cartter, Gib- 
ney and Miss Knight, to decide the 
question as to three winners in 
order. By ballot Mr. Sidney Hei- 

beri Howard, the defender, was 

called to open the meeting with his 

subject, " How lie cheated the 

gallows." In order to hold ihe 
silver trophy, he outdid himself in 
the powers of mimicry, bringing 
down Ihe house. The characters 
and story were intelligently shown 

in his usual gestae manner He 
made a good speech. He received 
his education at " Pan wood," is a 

scholarly man and an excellent 
chess player. Then came Mr. 

Chester Charles Oodman, to lift the 
champion cup. His subject was 
" The Cornerstone of a Successful 

Life." H<> was greeted with a 

hearty round of applause, which h« 
said he appreciated. He is the 
Ideal Of the PaS-S Pas Club, and a 
founder of this famous club. He 
is a brilliant and forceful speaker, 
nnrl cot a big flguro In the contest. 
His education is of the broad, gen- 
eral sort, such as is suited to a man

Vim and vigoi were his, victory he 
deserved Last tint not least came 
Mr. A Jesse Waterman, a hustling

P. A. Emery, was given the ax, and 
this leaves practically no manual 
teacher in the whole thirteen 
schools. The deaf in Chicago do 
not agree as to just what changes 
in the present scheme of manage- 
ment, and it is charged that Ihe 
pure oral committee conspired to 
oust the manual teachers. It seems 
that Superintendent! Cooley had no 
sympathy with the foregoing peti- 
tion of the Pas-a-Pas Club, which 
was presented last year. It is un- 
derstood that Prof. Alexander 
Graham Bell came into Chicago to 
see Miss McCowan on some mission 
recently, and then he was at tho 
capitol in Springfield. Il is said 
that he is on foot to gel the Legis- 
lature to abolish the manual method 
In leaching at the Illinois School, 
and establish the pure-oral system 
there, as the same trick has been 
done In California recently. And 
according to the Statements made 
before the school committee of the 
Pas-a-Pas Club, a prominein physic- 
ian. Dr. Murdcok, of Chicago, de- 
clared flatly, while at the least in 
the Palmer House, given by the 
teachers, of ihe day schools, of 
which Miss McCowan is Supervis- 
ing principal, in honor of Prof. 
Hell, on the evening of April 11th, 
thai the deaf children cannot be 
taught fairly and successfully by 
the pure oral method, and also it is 
his opinion that the oral teachers 
do not know how to leach deaf 
children, and have no brains. He 
thinks it to be a waste of the 
school years to attempt to educate 
them through the puie oral method 
exclusively. I| seems Dr. Murdoch 
studies by observation. Miss Mc- 
Cowan has reported to Supt. Cooler 
that the schools of the city are not 
the proper place for deaf pupils of 
Inferior intelligence, and therefore 
seven pupils were barred out of the 
schools. Il is charged by Miss Mc- 
Cowan that the permitting of the 
children in the school \n a seiious 

detriment to tho other deaf children. 
And she said these seven chil- 
dren have not, made the advance 
regarded as necessary.

a<*o to have the School Board re 
move a number of pupils from a 
basement which was until for school 
purposes, and I wo teachers of the 
school concurred with me in my 
opinion," said Mr Kronauer to-day. 
" Together Ire started a petition 
requesting the School Board to pro- 
vide a belter room, but when the 
matter was brought to the attention 

of Supervisor McCowan, she tinned 
il down 

" We persisted and succeeded — 
much. 1 think. 1o Miss MoCowan's 
chagrin. As the result of the assist- 
ance lent me by the two teachers 

I mentioned, one of them, a Mrs. 
Griswell, was turned out through 
Miss McCow an's influence, and the 
other, a Mrs. Williams, was trans- 
ferred to a different school. 

wii.i. FIGHT TO A FINISH. 

" I pay taxes and I do not in- 
tend to allow Supervisor McCowan 
and Superintendent Cooley to do- 
prive my child of an education 
without a fight 

" I for one shall ask for what 
reason we employ lenchors unless 

it is to direct the progress of the 

child's mind. 

"This is not the first time the 
school authorities have ^attempted 

to strike back at me for my action 
in the interest of better accomoda- 
tions. Only a few months 
received a note declaring that my 
child would be stopped from attend- 
ing school unless I allowed her to 
be vaccinated." 

Bertha is a cripple, ignorant, and 
is deaf and dumb. She has been 
under oral instruction for OVCT three 
years, but gained nothing. It is a 
great shame Because they could 
nol leant to ailieulate. thev w 
sent home, instead ol" appointing 
manual teachers for them, as they 
ought to do. It is a crime to drive 
such pup Is fioni schools. The 

Board of Education has sustained 

the eclei in in ihe instruc- 

tion of ihe deaf in the Day Schools, 
but MiSB McCowan has ignored the 
order, and does what she pleases in 
hei own way. Supt,. Cooley is in 

full sympathy with her teach 1 1 

and views, and he says that sin 
one of the most prominent educa- 
tors in America, ami that she was 
the discoverer of the system of the 
pure oral method. 



Most parents of the deaf children 
waut a combination of two met hods. 
And it would be the broadest and 
best system of education. The 
reason why, Miss McCowan said, 
that seven deaf children have to be 
barred out, was because they are 
mentally inferior to other deaf 
children. But the School Commit- 
tee of the Pas-a-Pas Club called 
al Ihe homes of such children, and 
found some of them to be bright. 
But they could not learn readily by 
the oral method, and are apt to 
talk in signs One of the seven 
children, a ten-yea r-oUl girl by the 
name of Marten, has been sent 
to the Illinois School by the father. 
Will the Illinois teacher report how 
she is getting along al school? 

The mother of Mr. Coorge T. 
Dougherty died Saturday forenoon, 
in the Mercy Hospital, after Hie 
month's illness, aged 75 years.
